PUBLIC HEALTH ASSISTANCE 


series three bills relating state assistance 
local areas for the development and maintenance 
adequate, basic health services have been proposed 
the State Department Public Health. 

The first bill provides for state financial assistance 
local health departments and includes appro- 
$3,000,000 carry out its provisions. The 
department proposes that such financial assistance will 
available local health departments continuing 
basis. The other two bills relate revisions the laws 
locai health districts. 

The Public Health Assistance Bill includes the fol- 
lowing provisions 


The State Department Public Health shall 
establish minimum standards education and 
experience for professional and technical personnel 
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and for the organization and operation local 
health departments. 


Any local health district and county health 
department that meets the State department’s mini- 
mum standards can qualify for financial assistance 
provided they serve all cities less than 50,000 
population their territory. For those not serving 
all cities less than 50,000 population, temporary 
assistance can given with the provisional 
approval the State Department Public Health, 
such approval terminate July 1949. Cities 
50,000 more population may receive direct 
assistance may elect included under local 
health district county jurisdiction. cities 
less than 50,000 population can allocated funds. 


the money appropriated shall

training public health personnel. 


The balance provides for (1) allot- 
ment sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000) 
per county sixty cents ($0.60) per capita 
per county, whichever the lesser, and (2) 
per capita allotment the proportion that 
the population the local health depart- 
ment’s jurisdiction bears the population 
the State whole. 


State assistance shall not exceed 
seventy-five percent (75%) the total expendi- 
tures for the support any local health depart- 
ment. 


The other two bills relate amendment the 
District Investigation Act 1933 and the Local Health 
District Act, respectively. The first these adds 
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section the District Investigation Act making 
inapplicable proceedings for the formation local 
health district when such proceedings have been recom- 
mended the State Director Public Health the 
governing bodies the county counties 
included such district. 

The second bill provides additional procedure 
whereby local health districts may formed, changes 
the basis representation the district’s board 
trustees, and extends the period during which mem- 
bers the board trustees hold office from two years 
four years.

The amendments relating the basis for repre- 
sentation the district board trustees, which this 
bill proposes, 


Appointment the governing body each 
county within the district one member for each 
100,000 population fraction thereof living 
the area the county and cities 
2500 population less. Not more than three 
members shall appointed each board 
supervisors. 


Appointment the governing body each 
within the district, except those 2,500 popu- 
lation less, one member for each 100,000 
population fraction thereof within the city. Not 
more than three members shall appointed any 
one city. 


least five members, additional members shall 
appointed the governing body the county 
the district one county only, and jointly 
the governing bodies two more counties the 
district two more counties. 


This bill also provides that (1) local health districts 
may contract with the California State Employees’ 
Retirement System, making its employees members 
that system, and (2) that employees city and county 
health departments that maintained retirement sys- 
tem and whose functions are transferred local 
health district may transfer the district’s retirement 
system without loss credit for prior service. 


GRANTS-IN-AID FOR THE CARE 
THE TUBERCULOUS 


There general agreement that the present state 
grants-in-aid counties that maintain facilities for 
the care persons suffering from tuberculosis seven 
dollars ($7) per week per person needs increased 


because increased cost hospitalization during the 


past few years.

HOSPITAL SURVEYS AND CONSTRUCTION 


Senate Bill No. 353 provides for the repeal the 
Hospital Survey Act passed the last special session 
the Legislature. The bill (introduced Senator 
Mayo and other Senators January 23d) also pro- 
vides for continuing program surveying hospital 
and health center facilities and for construction 
additional hospital and health center facilities 
administered the State Department 
Health. 


The bill implements the Federal Hospital Survey 
and Construction Act, establishes the Advisory Hos- 
pital Council, and provides for state assistance 
agencies for the construction hospitals and 
health centers. appropriation $2,000,000 for 
assistance the local construction has been requested 
Governor Warren’s Appropriation Bill.

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BLOOD BANKS 


Pursuant Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 
adopted the last regular session the Legislature, 
the State Department Public Health made study 
the need for blood banks throughout the entire 
State. bill has been proposed that provides the legal 
basis for carrying out the recommendations made 
result this study, which were approved the 
Blood Bank Advisory Committee. The bill gives the 
State Department Public Health broad general 
powers, enabling stimulate the establishment 
blood banks many areas the State, and provides 
appropriation $75,000 for assistance local areas 
and for out the provisions the act. 

The department made responsible for the devel- 
opment and out program for the 
tion, processing and distribution human whole 
blood, blood plasma, and blood fraction products 
derived from human blood. Appointment the Gov- 
ernor Advisory Board consisting six members 
representing community blood banks, medical associa- 
tions, hospital associations, and other groups also 
provided for the bill. 


OTHER BILLS 


series bills provides for minor technical 
revisions and for consolidation into the Health and 
Safety Code laws now existing separate statutes. 
revision made the meaning, the authority, 
the intention the statutes. Statutes proposed for 
include those relating cold storage, 
bakeries, food sanitation, olive oil, fruit sulfur, can- 
neries, mosquito control, stream sanitation, prenatal 
examinations for syphilis, and venereal control.

OAKLAND CITY ATTORNEY OFFERS 
SIGNIFICANT OPINION 


Stating that very distinct line authority 
this State has consistently upheld the proposition that 
additional requirements field which fully 
occupied state law,’’ the city attorney Oakland 
recently offered opinion which may prove signifi- 
cance relationships between local and state laws. 

The city attorney’s opinion held that certain sec- 
tions Oakland’s municipal code relating maternity 
hospitals, nursing homes and boarding homes for chil- 
dren were invalid inasmuch they conflicted with pro- 
visions the State Health and Safety Code relating 
the same subjects. 

The fact that the local regulations were more 
stringent than those the State did not alter the case 
since the state regulations ‘‘are complete and all 
sive and appear regulate every phase such opera- 
tion.’’ 

The important principle developed here, based 
recent superior court decisions, that matter 
which state-wide concern, and where state legis- 
lation was intended the entire field, local 
ordinance covering the same ground the state law 
invalid.

OPINIONS THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


MOSQUITO ABATEMENT DISTRICT’S POWER 
BORROW 


The power borrow money was conferred upon 
mosquito abatement districts 1945 amendment 
Section 2270 the Health and Safety Code. 

The limitations the power, however, are not 
clearly defined. After consideration the questions 
the limitations these powers, the Attorney General 
was the opinion that districts should limit their 
rowing the so-called ‘‘dry the fiscal year 
before the tax revenue received, until such time 
the Legislature clarified the extent which distriet 
may borrow money. 


HOSPITAL DISTRICT FORMATION 


the presentation petition seeking the forma- 
tion hospital district, both preliminary and final 
hearings must held, the latter after publication 
notice the final hearing. 

Difficulty the interpretation this procedure 
arose recently when petition for the formation 
hospital district which was presented preliminary 
hearing was announced the time set for the final 
hearing lack sufficient names valid. Names 
make the deficiency were submitted third 
meeting. 

The question was whether not this third meeting 
was the final hearing inasmuch had been held after 
the publication notice final hearing. 

The Attorney General’s opinion, however, was that 
was not valid final hearing, and that final hear- 
ing proceeded only after enough valid names 
have been presented and the petition otherwise 
sufficient. 


CITY-COUNTY SEWERAGE CONTRACTS 


The attorney general has supported the view that 
county may contract with city for the joint opera- 
tion sewer system. the event that sanitation 
district formed some future date, the opinion 
further states, provision can made have sub- 
stituted for the county the agreement.

The American Council Fever, the 
American Heart Association, and the California Heart 
Association have approved policy calling for infor- 
mational campaign concerning the value penicillin 
effective agent the prevention subacute 
bacterial endocarditis, infection which occurs 
persons who have rheumatic heart disease. 

The move was taken following recent research which 
uncovered this new use for penicillin.

Dentists will urged avoid extracting teeth 
patients having heart disease unless peni- 
cillin has first been administered. Physicians will 
asked cooperate providing such treatments, and 
informing parents the need for penicillin therapy 
before any surgery performed the nose mouth 
patient with record rheumatic heart disease.
